A means of or bine the pilots of 
a sub-stratosphere aeroplane to be 
seated in a transparent nose, with 
full view in all forward directions, 
has been invented by the German 
Junkers aircraft company, writes 
our air correspondent. : 


vA cupola, made of two shells of 
transparent plastic. material, forms 
the front of the aeroplane’s fuse- 
lage. Between the two shells, is 
a narrow space, which is ‘kept full 
of gas under pressure. The gas 
maintains the correct shape of the 
outer shell against air pressure 
when the machine is in flight. 

Seats ‘for two pilots are “contain- 
ed within the transparent cupola. 
The seats are mounted on a: tube 
extending into the cupola from the 
front of the fuselage. An advantage 
of -this device would be that the 
aerodynamically favourable form 
the front of the aeroplane could be 
preserved, and: the “kink” caused 
by a windscreen’ eliminated. More- 
over, the outlook of the pilots should 
be improved °° if ‘distortion 
arising |..from'. the... curved

ORDINANCE 


AGAINST LANDLORDS) 
TO BE MOVED — 


‘ The ‘Nesp Coat .the Hon. 
Mr. C. G. Alabaster, is to introduce 
an Ordinance in. Legislative Coun- 
cil on Thursday amending the 
Prevention of Eviction Ordinance 
by suspending, “during. ond con- 


joyed by landlords. 
’ The proposed sub-section reads: 

“During the continuance in force 
of this Ordinance, a landlord’s com- 
mon law rights of re-entry are 
suspended, except where the ten- 
ant has abandoried possession, and 
if in purported exercise of com- 
mon law rights, otherwise than 
where’ the ‘tenant abandons pos- 
session, a landlord effects or at- 
tempts to effect such. re-entry, 
either peacefully or forcibly, the 
tenant shall have a civil remedy 
against him for an injunction and 
damages without prejudice to any 
statutory liability of the landlord 
to criminal proceedings.” . 

The following additions are also 
contained in the amendments to 
the‘ original Ordinance: 

-“In respect of a dwelling house 
to which this Ordinance applies, 
the court shall, in addition to any 
_ powers, which it may, have under 
this or any other enactment, in any 
proceedings shave power to deter- 
‘mine any: question in relation to
